$25,000,000 LOSS ATTRIBUTED TO 
DESTRUCTION OF IRREPLACE­

Hollywood, Oct. 24.—(U.R)—A disas­ 
tro u s explosion and fire 
swept 
th e 
C onsolidated Film L aboratories here 
early today, causing th e death of a t 
least one person, in ju rin g six others 
and resulting in dam age estim ated in 
excess of $25,000,000. 
Al Lund, employed at the 
labora 
tories, died of burns a few m inutes 
a fte r he was pulled from the flam ing 
building. 
Police and firem en believed 
o th ers perished but an accurate check 
could not be m ade for several hours 
T he injured, two of them women 
w ere treated at the Hollywood em er­ 
gency hospital. 
One m an was burned 
critically. 
T he huge loss w as attrib u ted to th e 
destruction of irreplaceable negatives 
upon w hich m ajor film com panies had 
lavished hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
dollars. 
Among the films believed to 
have been partially 
destroyed 
w ere 
“The T am ing of the Shrew ,’’ the first 
p ictu re co-starring D ouglas F airb an k s 
and M ary Pickford; “R io R ita,” fea 
tu rin g Bebe Daniels, and “H ell's A n­ 
gels,” a ir w ar picture. 
D estruction of the building and its 
equipm ent was placed a t $1,000,000. 
Two explosions preceded the flames. 
A sp ark from a polishing m achine 
w as said to have caused the explo­ 
sion of a film on w hich Miss T. B. 
A nderson was w orking. 
T he know n injured w ere: 
M rs. Irene B eardslee, 
40, 
burned 
ab u t th e face, arm s and back. 
M iss T. B. A nderson, burned severe­ 
ly about the face and arm s. 
J. G. M ienan, critically burned in 
leading about a dozen girls from the 
building.

T en girls w ere said to have been 
w orking in the room in w hich the first 
explosion occurred.

T he fire w as under control before 
daylight but search of th e ruins was 
held up because of th e danger from 
fu rth e r explosions of films.

G enerally regarded as the m ost in­ 
fluential of all legislative 
agents %t 
w ork in W ashington for private in­ 
dustries, G rundy w as a fam iliar figure 
about the executive sessions of the 
senate finance com m ittee w hen 
th e 
bill w as being w ritten last sum m er. 
H e has im patiently stroked his w hite 
m ustache in th e gallery recently w hile 
he w as criticized by m em bers of th e 
independent-republican 
a n d 
dem o­ 
cra tic coalition as th e real w riter of 
th e industrial increases in th e bill. 
Scheduled as the s ta r w itness of the 
lobby inquiry his appearance has been 
delayed by the investigators b u t his 
nam e has been brought Into the testi­ 
m ony as a co-w orker of C harles L. 
E yanson, the $10,000 a year agent of 
th e C onnecticut M an u factu rers’ Asso­ 
ciation who w as adm itted to secret 
finance com m ittee sessions as secre­ 
ta ry to S enator B ingham , republican, 
C onnecticut. 
G rundy’s prestige am ong politicians 
has been increasingly im portant d u r­ 
ing the last few years because he w as 
able to raise $700,000 or' m ore am ong 
Pennsylvania m an u factu rers and o th ­ 
ers to finance the republican presiden­ 
tial cam paign of 1924. 
He also con­ 
trib u ted personally some $390,000 or 
m ore to the p rim ary 
gubernatorial 
cam paign of Gov. John S. F ish er of 
P ennsylvania in 1926. 
T estifying several years ago about 
th e F isher contribution G rundy re­ 
vealed how he w orked. H e advanced 
th e m oney needed for cam paigns a t 
various tim es and then w ent to "a 
group of people in P ennsylvania” and 
m ade up as m uch of th e contribution 
from their advances as he w as able to 
raise. 
W hile G rundy seldom m akes sta te ­ 
m ents, he protested ag ain st the tariff 
bill as reported by the finance com ­ 
m ittee. 
He m ade his protest officially 
to R epublican Floor L eader W atson 
and based it p articu larly on the fail­ 
u re of the com m ittee to adopt the 
U nited States valuation plan of fixing 
ta riff rates.

T he G erm an governm ent accepted 
th e proposal in principle but raised 
technical points to be settled. W ash­ 
ington has replied to the points raised 
in a m an n er believed to be acceptable 
to G erm any and no difficulties w ere 
expected in concluding the agreem ent. 
It is scheduled to be signed before 
th e E uropean governm ents adopt the 
Y oung plan. 
The purpose of th e proposed agree­ 
m ent is three-fold:

Educational institutions from coast 
to coast are directly accused,of per - 1 
suading prom inent athletes to attend, 
and of paying these boys, directly or 
indirectly, for their athletic ability.

Commercialism in college athletics, j 
declared in the report to be “the dark- J 
est single blot upon American sport,’’ | 
is charged to m ore than IOO of the I 
schools which were investigated 
by I 
Dr. Howard J. Savage, staff m e m b e r! 
of the Carnegie Foundation, and his 
associates. 
Out of 112 educational institutions 
visited by representatives of the Car­ 
negie Foundation, only 28 were found 
guiltless of the accusation of subsidiz­ 
ing athletes. 
Yale, Cornell, Chicago, the 
United 
States Military Academy, W esleyan 
and Williams are am ong the schools 
at which the Carnegie investigators 
found no evidence of commercialism. 
Canadian 
colleges 
and 
universities 
cam e off unscathed, with the rem ark 
th a t “Canadian university sportsm an­ 
ship is sufficiently strong to prevent 
recruiting.” 
F or the rest, the Carnegie com m it­ 
te e ’s 
report 
was 
fairly 
Fordham , Columbia and New 
York 
University in the east, Wisconsin and 
N orthw estern 
in 
the 
middle 
west, 
Southern California and Oregon ag ri­ 
cultural college in the far west, come 
in for special condem nation on the 
grounds of proselyting. 
A “nationwide com m erce” in elig­ 
ible athletes is described in detail and j 
condemned by the investigators.

are listed as furnishing assistance to j 
students of athletic proclivities.

A system, with its various ram ifica-1 
tions, whereby colleges and universe j 
ties seek and obtain star athletes from 
high and preparatory schools is d es-: 
cribed in detail. 
The report tells how Brown U niver-1 
sity handles its recruiting correspond­ 
ence, 
how 
Southern 
California 
in­ 
dulges in proselyting and how W is­ 
consin, despite the denials of its a u th ­ 
orities, evades the agreem ent of the 
“Big Ten.” 
“The responsibility to 
bring 
a th ­ 
letics into a sincere relation to the in­ 
tellectual 
life 
of 
the college 
rests 
squarely on the shoulders of the presi­ 
dent and faculty,” Dr. Henry S. Prich- 
ett writes in a preface to the bulletin. 
“W hat ought to be done? 
“The paid coach, the gate receipts, 
the special training tables, the costly 
sw eaters and expensive 
journeys 
in 
special Pullm an cars, the recruiting 
from the high school, the dem oraliz­ 
ing publicity showered on the players, 
the devotion of an undue proportion 
of time to training, the devices for 
p u tting the desirable athlete, but w eak 
scholar, across the hurdles of exam in­ 
ations 
these ought to stop.”

describes

m eans 
whereby various schools invite the a t ­ 
tendance of athletes, proselyting 
by 
alumni,
